“Poison” Box Displayed. 


Hayes, acting chief of detectives, 
displayed a cardboard box bear- 
ing’ a red “poison” label but de- 
clined to say where he found it. 
It contained pills, he said. He left 
police headquarters immediately 
for an unannounced destination. 

Hayes also reported he had talk- 
ed to a druggist who told him 
Mrs. Hahn once senf her son, Os- 
car, now 12,‘to him with a re- 
quest for poison. The druggist, 
Hayes said, refused to deliver it 
to the boy because of his age. 

Assistant Prosecutor Frank J. 
Gusweiler announced today that 
in the absence of Prosecutor Dud- 
ley Miller Outcalt, he would pre- 
sent to the grand jury “evidence 
in moré than one case.” 

Outcalt has launched a far- 
flung inquiry into what he termed 
“one of the biggest mass murders 
in. this country.”

Langley, veteran lineman of the 
Georgia Power Company, was at- 
tempting to adjust his safety belt 
when he touched the 4,000-volt 
wire and was knocked to his 
death, Harry Moore, superintend- 
ent of the linemen’s division of 
the company, announced. 

His death marked the first fa- 
tal accident of this kind in At- 
lanta since 1934, Moore said. 

Death was apparently caused 
when Langley’s head struck a rock 
on the street and not from the 
shock itself, doctors said. Artificial 
respiration was administered by 
fellow linemen but Langley was 
pronounced dead on arrival at 
Crawford W. Long hospital. 

A few minutes before he was 
killed, Langley was working at the 
top of the 40-foot pole among 
wires carrying in excess to 19,000 
volts, Moore revealed. He had de- 
scended to remove a rubber line 
hose from 4,000-volt wire about 
25 feet from the ground when he

China’s Secretary General of National Air Forces Says 
Husband Is “Shocked and Grieved’” Over Tragedy; 
Probe Ordered, Mrs. Theodore Roosevelt Jr. Told. 


SHANGHAI; Aug. . 16.—(Mon- 
day.)—(#)—Madame Chiang Kai- 
shek, Wellesley-educated wife of 
the head of the Chinese govern- 


ment and army, today explained 
that Saturday’s air-bombing trag- 
edy in Shanghai was due to bombs 
being loosed aecidentally from 
Chinese planes damaged by Japa- 
nese anti-aircraft fire. 

In a telegram to Mrs. Theodore 
Roosevelt Jr., Mme. Chiang said 
her husband, “shocked and griev- 
ed,” had ordered an investigation 
of the holocaust, in which bombs 
fell into international areas in 
Shanghai. 

Yesterday Mrs. Roosevelt, a 
visitor. in Shanghai, telegraphed 
Madame Chiang, who is secretary 


general of the national air forces, 
urging “as a sincere friend” that 
steps be taken to prevent a repe- 
tition of the tragedy. 

“None deplore more than we the 
terrible, tragic, accidental drop- 
ping of bombs from two damaged 
airplanes,” Madame Chiang tele- 
graphed. “The Generalissimo had 
ordered specifically that no bombs 
be dropped south of Soochow 
creek (the non-Japanese part of 
the International Settlement). 

“Our officers reported that anti- 
air gunnery wounded both pilots 
and damaged the bomb racks. 
causing the bombs to be loosed. 

“It is incredible that the belief 
exists that China - deliberately 
bembed. the International Settle- 
ment.” 


Most Deplorable, 
Says Pilot Who 
Trained Chinese 


HAGERSTOWN, Md., Aug. 15. 
(P)—John H. Jouett, American 
aviation expert who laid the foun- 
dation for the Chinese air force 
now waging bitter warfare with 


Japanese invaders, said todsy the 
Shanghai bombing escapade was 
“most unfortunate—probably the 
result of overenthusiasm and over- 
confidence.”

These confi- 
dent and enthusiastic young fliers 
were trying high altitude bomb- 
ing—a hard undertaking for any- 
one not constantly drilled in just 
that sort of thing.

“What about coming to Georgia 
for a competitive quail shoot when 
the seasoh opens?”

Leche is famous as a duck hunt- 
er but admittedly is not so hot as 
a quail shooter. But he knew that 
as an experienced boatman he had 
challenged some novices so he had 
to accept the challenge in a game 
in which he was no expert.

COTTON “PARITY” AT 17 CENTS 
“Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, in criti- 
cizing a bill approved by the senate agriculture 
committee providing mandatory federal loans 
on cotton and other major crops, takes the 


position that to assure cotton growers a “parity | 


price” of 17 cents a pound would involve too 
heavy a drain upon the treasury. 

The reference to a “parity price” of 17 
cents, when it has been but rarely, and for 
short periods only, that cotton has brought 
anything approximating this figure for many 
years, is at first glance confusing. This 1s 
largely due to the misuse of the word “parity” 
in reference to commodity prices. It is used 
with « variety of different meanings by dif- 

ferent writers and speakers. 

In this instance it is based upon a theory 
of equal financial returns for producers of the 
different major crops. It is an arbitrary figure 
of the statisticians, arrived at by intensive 
study of world markets, currency values, the 
price of gold, the cost of ctop production and 
other factors. ~ :; 

Reduced to simple explanation, Secretary 
Wallace meant that it would be necessary to 
pay the southern farmer 17 cents a pound for 
his cotton if he is to receive a return for his 
labor, investment and cost of producing his 
crop, equal to the return enjoyed by the wheat 
and corn growers of the midwest. : 

The figure is in itself a startling com- 
mentary on the sectional handicap under which 
the cotton farmer has labored for many years. 
If it requires, as Secretary Wallace states, 


17-cent cotton to put him on a “parity” or 


equal financial footing with his grain-growing 
confrere in the midwest, the cotton farmer has 
been the victim of economic conditions that 
have penalized him as far back as man’s rec- 
ords go. For the average price of cotton for 
the last half century is approximately only half 
of the 17 cents the southerner should have 
been receiving if he had enjoyed equal market- 
ing advantages with the grain producers of 
other sections of the nation. 

And the basic economic injustice, of course, 
is indirectly due to the iniquitous high tariff 
policy which has levied indirect tribute on the 
south both by keeping down the price, on a 
world market, paid for its cotton and com- 
pelling the southern farmer to pay high prices 
for the manufactured articles he must have, 
produced and sold by eastern industries for 
whose benefit the sky-high tariff walls were 
erected. 

It is, eventually, the southern farmer who 
pays that tribute to big business and it is that 
tribute that holds the price for his products 
at approximately one-half of the “parity 
price” he should receive in comparison to the 
ong enjoyed by the grain growers of the 
west. 


THE COST OF PAST WARS 

No loyal American begrudges the cost of 
pensions paid by the federal government to 
the veterans of past American wars. The re- 
public is proud to demonstrate, in its gener- 
Osity to the men who offered their lives in 
defense of their country, that nations are not 
always ungrateful and that the United States, 
for one, always remembers. 

It is interesting to speculate, however, on 
how long it will be before this moral and finan- 
cial debt to its veterans of past wars is finally 
liquidated in full. 

The nation is still paying pensions for the 
War of 1812. Two dependents of soldiers who 
served in that conflict are on the pension roll. 
Since the War of the Revolution the federal 
government has paid nearly $22,000,000,000 in 
pensions to war veterans, their widows and 
dependents. 

- With the debt of public honor incurred in 
the War of 1812 still not paid in full, it is 


self-evident that the veterans of the World’ 


_ War will still be represented on the pension 
rolls in the year 2050. Even without allowing 
for increasing longevity, the end will not ke 
reached by that date, more than a century 
and a quarter after the treaty of Versailles. 
The American people will never approve 


: _ government economy at the expense of needy 


veterans and their families. Yet the stagger- 
. ing cost of the post-war debt, added to the 
incalculable cost of actual war itself, should 
drive home with renewed force the fallacy that 
war is ever profitable, even to the victor.

reduced to a mere $25,000. Minor league baseball came back 
and has paid off most of the huge debt. g. 


HOW IT WAS DONE. 


“We could have more leagues now,” said the minor league 

tzar, as he sat watching the game yesterday at Ponce de Leon 
park. “But what we want is quality, not quantity. 
_ _. Today any league organizing must put up a bond amount- 
ing to one-half its salary limit fot one month. This bond must 
be in cash money, not in a bond or in checks. The cash must 
be on the line. 

“That prevents some unsound organization from 
exploding and not being able to pay off the players. 
Organizations think things out today when they must 
put up the cash. Once they could start a league under 
almost any circumstances, pledging merchants baseball 
‘angels’ to pay off. Today the cash must be in the as- 
sociation’s banks. 

_ “As a result,” said the Judge, “this year will be the 
first one in five years that all the leagues are going 
through. We may have some erpansion next year. But 
what we want is sound expansion. 

_ Minor league baseball is being built along those lines. 1 
think we can continue. Certainly the 37 leagues’ of the 1937 
s€ason are sound enough to continue. Just now I don’t know 
of one that isn’t making the grade.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—(7)— 
The next congress may be asked 
‘to overhaul financing provisions 
of the huge social security pro- 
gram, fiscal officials said today. 

The major change being consid- 
ered would avoid the accumula- 
tion of huge reserves, a point on 
which there has been much criti- 
cism of the social security act. 

$49,000,000,000 Reserve. 

Under the present program, re- 
serves represented by treasury ob- 
ligations eventually would total 
about $49,000,000,000 for the old 
age program alone. Reserves for 
the unemployment program also 
will run into the billions, but no 
estimate of the total has been 


| made. 

A $49,000,000,000 reserve for old 
age pensions would make a public 
debt in that amount mandatory on 
the treasury. Moreover, the debt 
would be represented solely by ob- 
ligations in the reserve account, 
giving investors no opportunity to 
purchase government securities. 

Officials said consideration is 
being given to limiting reserves 
to a few billion dollars. Benefits 
would be paid from social security 
tax receipts and the program 
would, in effect, be operated on a 
“pay-as-you-go” basis. 

Unemployment Program. 

These authorities said it is un- 
likely any change will be sought 
in the reserve arrangement for the 
unemployment program. These re- 
serves merely are deposited in the 
treasury for the account of various 
states, which may draw on them to 
meet benefit payments. 

At present, the treasury is is- 
suing 3 per cent notes to the old 
age fund and 2.5 per cent certi- 
ficates of indebtedness to the un- 
employment fund. The 3 per cent 
rate for the old age reserves is 
stipulated in the security law.

NOT FOR NUTS IS THE SMOOTH 
DIET. 


If you eat no coarse foods with 
fiber, skins, seed or gristle; if you 


g|avoid salads with celery, cucum- 


bers and pineapple, also many of 
the green vegetables, raisins, ber- 
ries, jams full of seeds, nuts, and 
many of the raw fruits; if you 
raise your hands in horror at the 
suggestion that you have some 
beans, cabbage, tomato, onions, 
peppers, melon, cucumber or pea- 
nuts—articles which you know are 
notoriously gassy. If you avoid 
sugar, candy and other kks. (darn 
if ’ll look up the spelling of 
knick-knacks again). If you spurn 
hot cakes and waffles and pie and 
fried things, for, dear me, haven’t 
such things been condemned by 
all the great dyspepsia specialists? 
Finally, if you are from Aberdeen 
so far as the restoration of your 
lost or damaged teeth is concerned, 
and therefore a cripple in eating, 
you are a suitable case for a 
smooth diet. 

Hippocrates prescribed the 
smooth diet originally. That doesn’t 
damn it, though. In certain con- 
ditions a smooth diet, carefully 
prescribed by the physician to suit 
the requirements of the individual 
patient, is the most important part 
of the treatment. On the other 
hand, the attempt of the victim of 
“indigestion” or stomach or in- 
testinal trouble of any kind to ad- 
here to such a diet without per- 
sonal medical supervision, is more 
likely to aggravate the trouble 
than to give any relief, for the 
smooth diet usually excludes the 
items that are the principal sources 
of minerals and vitamins in our 
modern victuals, which at best are 
hardly ‘adequate in these vital fac- 


M. noe to maintain optimal health 


any case. 
The smooth diet, I think, is a re- 
action from the fad or vogue of 
the rough diet of a decade ago— 
when apostles of bran and 
roughage held their sway. I ac- 
knowledge that in rare instances 
some irritation of stomach or in- 
testine may have been caused by 
over enthusiasm in the eating of 
coarse foods, but I regard as ridic- 
ulous the attitude of certain sub- 
sidized “authorities” who utter 
warnings to the public of vague 
dangers or serious consequences 
from the consumption of bran and 
similar roughage. The. alleged 
danger is hypothetical, like rabies 
in man, in my opinion. And so, 
take it or leave it, I consider the 
smooth diet an unreasonable reac- 
tion, an extreme swing of the pen- 
dulum, and I believe those who 
follow it at all faithfullly or for 
any considerable period are more 
likely to suffer nutritional im- 
pairment and aggravation of their 
digestive troubles than were the 
most enthusiastic followers of the 
bran and roughage idea. 
The latest and most t ad- 
vocate of smooth diet o a 
suggestion that “if constipation is 
present it is essential that it be 
regulated with the help of the 
mildest measures, such as enemas 
of physiological sodium chloride 
solution or small doses of mag- 
nessium oxide....” Physiologi- 
cal sodium chloride solution is a 
$10 way of saying a teaspoonful 
of salt to the pint of water. Mag- 
nesium oxideS . . .” Physiologi- 
called light magnesia. It is not 
the ponderous language I mind so 
much as the insinuation that a rec. 
tal injection is a mild measure.

That was 
a large sum, equal to many thou- 
sand dollars in our money, but it 
was paid, and Caesar was allowed 
to go home. Another Roman was 
freed when his friends paid two 
talents for him. We are told he 
gwas angry because the pirates had 
set his price too low! 

Some pirate vessels were fitted 
out in grand style. Purple rugs 
covered the decks, and the oars 
were adorned with silver coloring. 
Now and then, the stem or stern 
of the boat was gilded to make it 
look like gold. 

Caesar, Pompey and other Ro- 
man officials carried on warfare 
‘against pirates, and destroyed 
many of their boats. Others ap- 
peared soon afterward, however, 
and pestered sea travelers and 
people in port cities.
